Sportsmanship

Sports  have  an  appeal  for  almost  everybody.  Probably,  next  to  the  weather, 
people  talk  more  about  sports  than  about  any  other  topic.  We  talk  about  the  com¬ 
ing  game,  and  after  it  is  over,  we  talk  about  what  happened  at  the  game.  In  the 
large  amount  of  space  given  to  sports  in  the  newspapers  and  magazines,  in  the 
popularity  of  sports  programs  on  the  radio,  and  in  the  sports  banquets  that  draw 
sports  followers  together,  is  shown  the  wide  spread  appeal  of  sports. 

We  think  of  almost  any  pleasant  activity  which  has  as  its  main  purpose  to 
exercise  the  body,  as  a  sport,  but  what  is  a  sport  to  one  person  may  be  just  hard 
work  for  another.  For  instance,  a  day  of  fishing  may  be  called  a  sport  fpr  the  man 
who  lives  a  distance  from  a  lake  or  an  ocean,  while  for  a  fisherman,  fishing  is  in¬ 
volved  in  most  of  his  daily  routine. 

Sports  require  a  combination  of  physical  strength,  an  alert  mind,  enthusiasm, 
purpose,  and,  of  course,  teamwork.  To  Americans,  sports  are  more  than  amuse¬ 
ment,  for  they  represent  accomplishment  for  which  the  body  has  been  trained  and 
for  which  one  must  apply  himself  to  become  skillful. 

Sports  have  many  qualities  other  than  the  mere  exercise  they  give  the  mind 
and  body.  Lots  of  friendships  are  formed  through  sports,  because  of  the  ability 
of  people  to  get  along  with  each  other.  This  is  one  of  the  greatest  test  of  sports. 
Many  finer  qualities  of  human  spirit  are  brought  out  and  are  developed  through 
games.  These  include  leadership  and  the  ability  to  give  and  take. 

Probably,  even  more  important  are  the  qualities  that  sports  develop  in  mak¬ 
ing  a  person  a  pleasant,  well  adapted  human  being.
